IM PERIALISM : According to 
our dictionary it is the policy 
or practice of socking to extend 
the dominion of a nation. Tho 
Commies constantly denounce us 
for “imperialism”. Yet the rec­ 
ord proves that this nation, in 
the Pacific, the Caribbean, A fri­ 
ca and Asia has helped sover­ 
eignties attain and Keep their 
independence.

Not so the Communists - - 
when we got tired of Cuba vili­ 
fying us and we stopped doing 
business with them, we were 
called “aggressors** by the Com­ 
mies. Whenever and wherever 
in tho world we resist a Com­ 
munist grab we are called ag­ 
gressors.

Even the Communists who term 
many of our statem ents and ac­ 
tions, in and out of the U nite! 
Nations, illegal, have not tw ist­ 
ed the word — they have tw ist­ 
ed its application.

LIBERATION: In English ©r 
any language tb<* word means, 
the act of releasing from bond­ 
age.

For instance, when the Red 
Chinese overran Tibet it Wi - 
term ed, lit ration. Any and nil 
the countru* in Europe and the 
F ar E ast which were invaded 
and placed under Communist 
domination were called “liber­ 
ated**.

Three things make up a ‘ sol­ 
id’’ steer wrestling mount.
